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Dear parents, 


The term has begun in a very 
unexpected way with the 
announcement by the Premier that 
we are in lockdown and that school 
will be undertaken through online 
learning. I am proud to say that the 
announcement came as no surprise to 
the staff at Blacktown Boys who were 
mobilised and ready to transition into 
an alternative teaching format from 
the word “Go”. The school has quickly 
adapted to online lessons, assemblies 
and roll checks. I will admit that 
we have had a few small problems 
which we have managed to iron out, 
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but overall the school is operating 
as best as possible. I know that the 
staff are trying to juggle work, their 
families and the constraints imposed 
upon them by the Delta outbreak to 
ensure that all our students are taught 
to the highest standards, are disrupted 
as little as possible and that no child 
is disadvantaged while lessons are 
taught off site. I cannot emphasise 
the importance of students attending 
lessons, trying to remain focussed 
and engaged and completing all set 
work. I understand the complexities, 
you as parents may be encountering 
at this moment, however we will 
get past this small setback and all 
be the better from it. I am confident 
in the expertise and professionalism 
of my teaching and non-teaching 
staff in ensuring learning goes on at 
Blacktown Boys. 


Projecting into next year: I have been 
working closely with my timetabling 
team and have implemented a 
number of changes to the structure of 
our teaching week. We are planning 
that as of Day 1 Term 1, 2022 we 
will be operating a timetable with 
new and significant changes to its 
structure. Mondays will now be 
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full days with school finishing at 
2.20 pm. Staff meetings which were 
held in the afternoon will no longer 
be held on a Monday but changed 
to a Friday. Sport will now be held 
on Wednesdays only. Students in 
Years 7 and 8 will have sport in the 
morning and Years 9 and 10 in the 
afternoon. This replaces the current 
sports model which carried over 
four days. Students may be required 
to attend sporting facilities off-site 
at International Peace Park as well 
as the school grounds. The school 
will not be utilising the services 
of fee-paying facility providers. 
Fridays are now significantly altered 
to incorporate the needs of our 
students who visit the local mosque 
for weekly prayers. Students with 
mosque passes will complete school 
on a Friday at 12.45 p.m. They will 
be dismissed and expected to attend 
the mosque from which they will 
be allowed to go home once prayers 
are complete. The rest of the school 
community will finish school after 
lunch at 1.15 p.m. Recess will be 
shortened to 15 minutes but lunch 
will remain the same length. At this 
stage we are in the planning process. 
Can I emphasise that there has been 
no change to the teaching hours 
during the week, students will be

taught the same amount as they have in previous years. The major difference is that Recess on Friday has been 
trimmed by 15 minutes. Once a firm decision 1s made, I will officially announce the changes through our web page 
and through our Facebook page. I encourage all families to keep an eye on these two sites to gain the most up-to-date 
information especially during this time of Covid 19. 


On a final note, myself and the Careers Adviser, Mr Hodges have been communicating with our Year 10 and Senior 
students and discrediting misconceptions in the community that there are better alternatives to BBHS to complete the 
HSC. Can I say from the outset that by starting at a new school after a significant period of time at one school, there 
is generally no advantage rank wise or mark wise in the HSC, in fact it could be disadvantageous to change schools 
in many cases. Teaching and learning at BBHS 1s being tailored to meet the individual needs of each and everyone 
of our students. Teachers know their students, they know their strengths and know their weaknesses. Staff are trained 
to tweak their teaching to bring out the best in each and every one of our students. Earlier in the year, in the first 
newsletter, I was delighted to announce our best results ever in the HSC 2020. This was no accident. Staff at BBHS 
are highly professional and knowledgeable in their subject areas. Classes are focussed and engaged in learning. 
The difference in performance, does not lay with the school. The difference in performance lies with the individual 
student’s engagement in their learning, the amount of preparation and the quality of preparation they undertake 
outside of school. I am looking forward to another good year at Blacktown despite what is happening outside with 
Covid. I have a fantastic teaching team who will ensure that all our students are taught to the highest standards. I 
am not disappointed in the standards my teachers present. Far from it. I know that the students at Blacktown Boys 
High School have teachers that care and who are prepared to go the extra mile to ensure their success. I have been 
quite impressed by the professionalism and enthusiasm of staff. Having taught at six other schools in my career, I can 
confidently say that Blacktown Boys is unashamedly punching above its weight academically. As the Principal of the 
school, I will continue to explore new and challenging avenues to improve the academic performance and wellbeing 
of our students. 


On behalf of the staff at Blacktown Boys High School, I wish to extend my best wishes to all our students and 
their families. I will remind the students that they are able to reach out to staff, their Year Advisers and the school 
counsellors who will assist them as best as they can. Assistance 1s only an email away and any request by email or in 
a classroom setting by a student will engage an immediate response fro my teaching team. Please be safe and I look 
forward to seeing you all soon.

Welcome back to Term 3! I hope all 
students had an enjoyable and restful 
break. I understand that it has been 
a difficult time and we once again 
find ourselves in remote learning. 
Rest assured that the English faculty 
staff are ready and willing to help 
your sons in any way possible as we 
navigate this period together. 


Our Year 12 students are to be 
commended on _ their overall 
resilience and adaptability in such 
an uncertain time, and their focus 
and determination to succeed 
will yield some positive results. 
Students are using 
their time learning 
at home to complete 
practice exam papers 


and forwarding 
practice responses 
to their teachers for 
ongoing feedback 
and improvement. I 
strongly encourage 
all Year 12 students 

keep up _ this 
dedicated approach 


to their learning and 
revision of course 
content. 


Year 11 students have 
taken up the remote 
learning challenge 
with enthusiasm, 
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which is great to see. All students 
are studying their final module as 
they work towards finishing the Year 
11 course this term, with Standard 
students studying the poetry of 
Wilfred Owen and Advanced students 
studying William Shakespeare’s 
King Lear. Our English Studies class 
are beginning their unit on The Big 
Screen, which is focused on studying 
films from a variety of directors 
and genres. Please be aware that 
there may be some changes to the 
content and assessment of the Year 
11 courses as time goes on, but this 
will be communicated in due course. 


It has been pleasing to see that Year 
10 students have responded well to 
the change to remote learning, with 
an overwhelming majority already 
engaging in a variety of activities for 
their novel study this term. They have 
made their course selections for 2022 
and the English faculty has spent time 
discussing the options for all students 
in senior English, which include both 
ATAR and non-ATAR pathways. I 
strongly encourage students to seek 
out guidance regarding this important 
choice if they have any questions or 
concerns. This support regarding 
course selection will continue in 
Term 3 and students will have the 
opportunity for a ‘taste’ of their 
courses in Term 4. 


Ourjunior classes have also responded 
well to the return to learning from 
home. Year 7 have begun learning 
about narratives and their features, 
and will be moving onto their novel 
study later in the term. Year 8 are 
beginning an introductory unit on 
Shakespeare, looking at Twelfth Night 
later in the term. Year 9 are studying 
Australian identity, combining the 
study of a selection of short texts 
with a novel. We hope that students 
find this an engaging term of learning 
in the English faculty. 


Several extracurricular activities 
have also been held this term, 
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including debating competitions. 
Our Year 7 & 8 team are to be 
congratulated for their win against 
Greystanes HS in Term 2. Our Year 
9 & 10 team won against Doonside 
Technology HS, but were narrowly 
defeated by Blacktown Girls HS in 
the second round. Thank you to the 
team coaches, Ms Scarcella and Ms 
Hakim, who give up their time in 
organising and training these teams — 
it is greatly appreciated! 


Year 12 students have _ also 
participated in Study Sessions taking 
place on Thursday afternoons. These 
sessions have a different revision 
focus each week and have provided 
additional opportunities for the 
English Standard students to seek 
additional assistance. Thank you to 
Ms Johnson, Ms Alfonso and Ms 
Scarcella for giving up time outside 
of regular school hours to support 
these students.

The Mathematics 
Faculty wanted to congratulate our 
students for engaging in their online 
learning. We are all exploring a new 
platform of teaching and learning. 


First of all, I would like to introduce 
a new staff member who have joined 
us at the start of Term 3.

About two years ago, I did some 
volunteer work as a Mathematics 
tutor to some high school students. 
I found this to be a rewarding and 
fulfilling experience. This experience 
together with the limited career 
opportunities within the chemical 
manufacturing sector, prompted 
me to refocus my career. I was 
fortunate to have been awarded the 
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TeachMathsNOW scholarship from 
the New South Wales Department of 
Education at the beginning of 2020. 
This facilitated my retraining as a 
Mathematics and Science teacher. I 
completed my Master of Teaching 
(Secondary) at the UNSW in June 
2021. I have been appointed as a 
Mathematics teacher at Blacktown 
Boys High School (BBHS) as of 12 
July 2021. I am looking forward to 
my new role and working closely 
with BBHS staff, students and the 
school community. 


Stage 6 


Trial HSC Examinations have been 
postponed until further notice due to 
COVID. Year 12 students this year 
is going through real challenging 
times. Despite all the difficulties 
they are facing, students are working 
closely with their teachers in 
finalising their HSC courses as well 
as reviewing both Year 11 and Year 
12 course content for their last leg 
of race before the commencement 
of the HSC examinations. Advice to 
Year 12 students: “Please reach out 
and support each other in managing 
this stressful period. Please also 
remember HSC examinations don’t 
define who you are, all the wonderful 
things you have done and all the 
hard work you have put in will be 
what makes you who you are. Most 
important thing is to stay positive 
and motivated!” 


Year 11 students are also working 
hard online this term to complete their 
Year 11 studies before embarking 
on their learning journey of a Year 
12 student starting the first day of 
Term 4. Their Yearly Examination is 
towards the end of Term 3. Students 
are encouraged to start reviewing all 
the work they have covered since the 
beginning of this year and seek their 
teacher for help if required. 


Stage 5 
Year 10 students, depending on 
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which pathway they are taking, 
they study different units of work. 
This helps them to prepare for the 
different senior courses. One of the 
common components of this term is 
investigating non-linear relationships 
and their graphs. Sketching graphs 
with and without technology is a 
foundation skill required for their 
Year 11 and 12 courses. For example, 
exponential functions are used to 
model interest growth. 


Year 9 students, similar to Year 10 
students also undertake different 
pathways. Some of the common 
components of this term includes 
Indices, Probability, and Single 
Variable Data. Today’s world 1s 
driven by data, it is crucial that 
students understand the language of 
data and how to use it. Media uses 
data regularly, so why not discuss 
with your son(s) on how data is used 
in sports or COVID reports? 


Stage 4 


Year 8 students are studying Ratios 
and Rates, Linear Relationships, and 
Angles and Properties of Geometric 
Figures as their focus units this 
term. Ratios and Rates topic is a 
great opportunity where parents can 
model to students the applications 
of mathematics. You can generate a 
discussion about ratios with cooking 
and home renovation. For example, 
if a recipe for baking 24 biscuits 
is given, and you wanted to make 
a larger batch, you can use your 
understanding of ratios to scale 
the batch to make the number of 
biscuits you wanted to cook. Driving 
and shopping are great for rates 
discussions. For example, the petrol 
price is always displayed as cents 
per litre, ask your son(s) how much 
it would cost you to fill up your car 
if you know the capacity of the petrol 
tank. If you don’t know the capacity 
of your petrol tank, you can work 
backwards using how much you have 
paid altogether for the petrol. 


Year 7 students are studying Angle 
Relationships, Probability, and 
Equations as their focus units this 
term. There are many geometry terms 
in the Angle Relationships unit of 
work. Students are strongly advised to 
review these regularly. For example, 
students often mix up complementary 
angles and supplementary angles. 
Complementary angles are a pair 
of angles add up to 90 degrees, and 
supplementary angles are a pair 
of angles add up to 180 degrees. 
I often tell my students that the 
word complementary starts with the 
letter C, where C is for corner as 90 
degrees angle has a corner, and the 
word supplementary starts with the 
letter S, where S is for straight as 
180 degrees angle is a straight line. 
Another strategy is knowing C comes 
before S 1n alphabetical order, and 90 
degrees is smaller than 180 degrees. 


Mathematics Competitions 


e 2021 Australian Mathematics 
Competition was held online between 
Wednesday 4" of August to Friday 
6" of August. This competition has 
25 multi-choice questions and 5 
questions that need whole number 
answers. Students may attempt as 
many questions as they wish. The 
earlier problems may use more 
familiar mathematics while the later 
problems are more difficult and 
intended to challenge, needing more 
sophisticated problem-solving skills. 


¢ 2021 APSMO Mathematics 
Olympiad had the first 3 rounds 
of competition in Term 2 and will 
be having the last 2 rounds of 
competition this term for Year 7 and 
8 selective classes. 


We are very pleased to see our 
students value different enrichment 
opportunities. Students can sharpen 
their critical and creative thinking 
skills through these competitions.

Mrs Maninder Kaur 
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Term 2 was busy as well as exciting 
for all year groups. Students in 
Years 7-10 sat their Half Yearly 
Examination and Year 11 and 12 
students endeavoured to work hard 
and demonstrate their level best in 
theirassessment tasks. Senior students 
also attended ‘Master classes’ for 
HSC Physics and Chemistry courses 
to hone their skills in tackling HSC 
style questions. The Science Advisor, 
Dr Nair and the Science Curriculum 
Officer, Mr Phull delivered a special 
session for Year 12 Physics students 
on ‘Mastery of complex physics 
concepts’, which enabled students to 
enhance their knowledge and refine 
the ‘working scientifically skills’ 
which are a major component of all 
science courses. 


Science faculty aims to extend 
students’ learning paradigms beyond 
the classroom by providing them a 
range of opportunities in the field 
of science and technology. Students 
expanded their knowledge in various 
areas of their interest by participating 
in the following enrichment activities. 


Crystal Growing Competition 


Students from Years 7 and 8, who are 
passionate about chemical sciences, 
worked tirelessly through weeks 4 
to 9, by competing in the ‘Crystal 
Growing Competition’ coordinated 





by the Royal Australian Chemical 
Institute (RACI). This was a unique 
educational opportunity for them to 
erow their confidence along with 
instilling competence in _ science. 
It provided a self-directed learning 
experience, which allowed students 
to acquire scientific knowledge 
and skills along with developing 
understanding about — chemical 
reactions. Students created their own 
crystals within six weeks and these 
crystals have been sent to RACI to 
be judged.

In week 5, very enthusiastic Year 
7 students attended the snake tails 
incursion in the school hall. It was 
organised to further enhance their 
scientific knowledge of the biology 
principles incorporated in_ the 


classification and living things topic, 
which they were studying in Term 
2. During this incursion, students

an insight into Australian 
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reptiles through a safe, interactive, 
and fun performance that created a 
deeper understanding of the role of 
reptiles in the environment today. 
Students got an opportunity to see 
the reptiles very closely and observe 
their structural features due to which 
they adapt to their environment.

Ms O’Brien’s 7D and Miss 
Aldacour’s 7H classes used their 
understanding of these magical 
burial practices to mummify apples! 
Miss Aldacour states “Year 7 learned 
about ancient Egyptian burial 
customs and how the Egyptians 
embalmed their dead to prepare 
their bodies for the afterlife. Year 

7 modelled this process through 
mummifying their own apples.” 







Students 
used salt and & 
baking soda 
to create a 
natron mix, 
like the 
mixture that 
the ancient 
Egyptians 

used for 
mummification. Although this mix 
would-be put-on bodies for 40 days 
in ancient Egypt, 7H mummified 
their apples for 3 weeks. Students 
were able to observe how the water 
content of the apples was absorbed by 
the natron mix, resulting in preserved 
apples. Students were also surprised 
to discover that their apples had 
reduced in weight by over 50 percent 
each.” Ms O’Brien’s 7D created 
cartouches in hieroglyphs to label 
their dead warriors and pharaohs. 
She states “The process took 
about 2 weeks, and overall, 
most of our apples survived the 


— 


we _ process! Unfortunately, we did 


have a couple that did not make 
it to the afterlife! But that’s just 
how mummification works!” 


Year 8 History

Japan in Term 2. A special thanks to 
Mr Taylor and Mr Hodges for sharing 
their expertise in Naginata and Bonsai 
respectively and for bringing a “hands 
on” learning dimension to our Week 
8 Cultural focus. During this time 
students, studied and wrote Haiku 
and Denga poetry, made macrame, 
learnt about Shinto, Confucianism 
and Zen Buddhism, participated in 
a meditation session, learnt about 
Japanese cuisine, listened to a lecture 
on Bonsai and witnessed Mr Hodges 
apply the artform of trimming a 
Bonsai. The week 
ended with a 
very high energy 
demonstration 
and instruction 
by Mr — Taylor 
on Naginata a 
Japanese martial 
arts originally 
used be _ the 
samurai class of 
feudal Japan. 


Year 9 History

9 studied about 
Australians at War. This included a 
study of Australian Involvement in 
World War I and II. To understand 
the importance of alliances in 
World War I, Ms O’Brien’s 9D class 
participated in the game Awkward 
Allies. The class was broken up into 
the main countries involved in WWI 
and could only communicate through 
post it notes “mail”. The teams were 
given different scenarios that they 
had to follow, at one point Russia 
was able to convince everyone to rise 





against Britain, but their negotiation 
tactics backfired! In the end we saw 
an accurate formation of the Triple 
Entente and Triple Alliance!

5S Simple Homework Strategies 
to Help Your Child 


By: Lindamood-Bell Learning 
Processes (2011) 


Just as your children have schedules 
and expectations each day at school, 
it is important to have them at home 
as well. This is especially important 
for helping to get homework done 
with the fewest possible frustrations 
for both you and your child. While 
establishing a routine may be time 
consuming in the beginning, it does 
become routine, and thus easier 
with each passing day. Homework 
expectations will become just one 
more part of their and your busy 
lives. 


Lindamood-Bell recommends the 
following 5 simple, yet effective, 
homework strategies to help your 
child stay on track: 


Plan study time with a schedule 


¢ Look ahead to see what needs 
to be accomplished in the next day, 
week, and month. 


¢ Be realistic when estimating 
the time it will take to complete an 
assignment or project. 


Prioritise with a to-do list 
¢ Write out a to-do list each day. 


¢ The list should include homework 
assignments, activities, chores, and 
plans with friends. 


Organise each day 


¢ Make sure backpacks are packed 
with the appropriate books, binders 
and school supplies. 


¢ Help your child pack the 
backpack the night before and unpack 
it as soon as they come home from 
school. 


¢ Use one binder for each subject. 


¢ Each subject binder should have 
two labelled sections: one for work 
to be finished and one for completed 
work. 


Set up a positive workspace to 
facilitate good study habits 


¢ Make sure the space has good 
lighting, a clutter-free table top, 
and a comfortable chair. There 
Should be little or no noise. Avoid 
distractions such as loud music, 
instant messaging, phone calls, text 
messages, television, and electronic 
games. 


Encourage your child to talk with 
his teacher 


¢ Help your child ask questions 
when he doesn’t understand 
something or needs help with 
classwork or homework. 


¢ Rehearse with your child what to 
say when she needs help. 
Supporting child’s 
writing

Writing 1s an important form of 
communication and a key part of 
education. In today’s technology- 
driven world, kids aren’t given many 
opportunities to practise and improve 
their ability to write. This leaves 
many parents wondering how to 
improve their child’s writing skills. It 
takes time to develop strong writing 
skills, and it can be a tough task to 
accomplish. 


Things that parents can do at home 
to help improve their child’s writing 
skills: 


Read Up 


¢ Regular reading is a stepping 
stone to better writing and helps 
strengthen their writing skills. It 
helps expand a student’s vocabulary 
and shows them different ways of 
using words. It also exposes them 
to correct spelling and usage of 
language, in turn improving their 
writing. 


Model It 


¢ There’s no better way to learn 
something than to see someone else 
doing it. Let your child see you 
writing. When writing 1s a normal 
part of your daily life, 1t will come 
more naturally to them. Anything 
goes: a simple grocery list, a letter to 
the teacher or a thank you card. 


Encourage Journaling 


¢ Keeping a journal 1s a great way 
to express thoughts and ideas while 
also working on improving your 
child’s writing skills. 


Invest Time 


¢ Make sure your child knows 
you’re available to help with spelling 
or proofreading whenever needed. 


Use Technology to Your Advantage 


¢ Use technologies to your 
advantage by having your child create 
a blog. This can help your child work 
on improving their writing skills by 
encouraging frequent writing habits. 


¢ Help your child become familiar 
with word processing programs 
(editing tools). 


Make it Part of Your Daily Routine 


¢ Make sure there’s time each 
day to do some writing in one way 
or another. Whether it’s writing a 
grocery list, writing in a journal or 
composing a letter, practicing writing 
every day will go a long way to 
improving your child’s writing skills. 


Praise Their Work 


¢ Show lots of interest in your 
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child’s writing and stories. Ask 
questions, celebrate when they bring 
home a good piece of writing from 
school, and encourage their writing 
as much as possible. Don’t dwell 
on mistakes. Focus on content and 
enjoyment of writing for fun and for 
purpose. 
Practice, practice, practice 

¢ If your child wants to improve 
their sporting skills, what do they do? 
Practice, practice, practice. Writing 
is no different. To become a better 
writer, your child needs to practice. 
Daily writing is the ideal; once a 
week is not enough.

Remote Learning makes us very 
aware of the way in which we 
collaborate, communicate, and 
interact on a day to day basis, in an 
everyday world. We have come to 
realise how important the classroom 
is for everybody, and how much staff 
enjoy teaching their students. Work is 
posted on the Google classroom for 
all learners, but it is the ZOOM that 
joins us together and allows for rapid 
uptake of information, and also a 
platform to seek advice, clarification, 
and to just be with your teachers and 
classmates. This week it was exciting 
to talk with year 12 Visual Arts and 
to view and discuss the progress of 
their work for those that could do 
so. It was quite uplifting, and the 
students benefitted from a collective 
student and teacher critique. 


Year 8 are also joining a multi- 
tiered ZOOM with Italian Language, 
Music and Visual Arts on the menu. 
It promises to be fun and factual 
with the list of keynote speakers. 


Mrs Burne has noticed a lot of traffic 
on the Music classroom and the 
effort that Mr Shiel has gone to, in 
order to make the classes accessible, 
on topic, and fun. Mr Pace is also 
running a very clear and precise 
program linked to Duolingo. He has 
sent a link to all students who may 
have had trouble connecting, as well 
as offering assistance to others who 
may have concerns of another kind. 
I cannot emphasise enough that 
contact and communication are the 
keys to resolving issues. Ms Zaw and 
Ms Hunter collectively post the work 
for Stage 4 Visual Arts. They have 
included two and three-dimensional 
exercises with a snap capture 
approach to recording the work 
created in Week 4, for submission. 
Some students may not have been 
able to view some visual material 
on the internet for Visual Arts in 
Week 4 but when communicated the 
problem was fixed. Mrs Burne sends 
a reminder for all those innovative 
students in Year 7 and 8 to stay on 
their additional homework projects, 
such as ‘THE POD’, and see how 
that might play out. 


Year 9, 10 and 11 Visual Arts and 
Music have classrooms to attend and 
to do — the projects on these sites. 
Year Advisors have advised your 
teachers if you are having trouble 
and need additional support. We 
thank in advance the efforts of the 
Year Advisors who are advocating on 
your behalf, in a most positive 
way.

Hi everyone and welcome to Term 3. 
I hope everyone is staying safe and 
healthy. We understand that online 
learning is proving to be testing, but 
our teachers are doing what we can 
to support your sons during this time 
period. We understand that school 
can be a little bit more stressful than 
usual due to the amount of screen 
time but it 1s important that everyone

10 Tips to Stay Motivated During 
Flexible Learning 


Motivation is the drive to achieve 
your goals. It’s important because it 
helps you to solve problems and cope 
with challenges. At the moment you 
are facing a huge challenge by being 
asked to learn from home. Everything 
is different and things can seem 
harder or not as fun. It’s normal to feel 
worried or overwhelmed. Remember 
you are not alone. Below are some 
tips to help you stay motivated. 


1. Set a goal 


Set yourself a SMART goal (Specific 
Measurable Achievable Realistic 
Timed). You might like to have one 
goal for school and one for your 
physical health or a hobby. It is a 
good idea to choose a simple goal to 
start with. Check in with your goals 
regularly to make sure on track — you 
can change or adapt a goal to suit 
you. Break larger goals into small 
chunks to help you get started. 


2. Find your why 


Spend some time thinking about 
what is important to you and why 
you want to achieve your goals. Why 
is it important to you? What do you 
value? No one else can answer this 
for you so it’s worthwhile spending 
some time thinking about it. 


3. Act like it 


If you don’t feel motivated or 
enthusiastic — pretend that you do. 
Start your work even if you don’t feel 
like it and you may find that after a 
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few minutes you begin to feel more 
enthusiastic. Try to keep to a routine, 
get up and get dressed even if you 
don’t have anywhere to be. 


4. Make a deal with yourself 


Small or large, make a deal to reward 
yourself when you achieve what you 
set out to do. For example “when I 
finish this chapter I am going to calla 
friend or play a game that I like. 


5. Compare yourself with yourself 


Try not to compare yourself with 
others. Everyone’s situation is unique 
and we are all doing the best we can 
with what we have. There are always 
people ahead of you and others who 
are behind. Focus on you. 


6. Remember your successes 


If you are feeling low remember a 
time when you did something right, 
even better write 1t down! Everyone 
is good at something whether it is 
school, work, sport, helping your 
family or being a great friend. If you 
need help think of something ask a 
family member, friend or teacher. 


7. Be careful with technology 


Technology can be your best friend 
or your worst enemy when you are 
learning at home. It is very important 
to set boundaries for yourself. Save 
games and chat for break times and 
consider setting a timer. Don’t be 
mad at yourself if you get distracted 
using technology — it is designed to 
grab your attention and keep it for as 
long as possible. Remember you are 
in charge! 


8. Consider your diet, your other 
diet 


Speaking of technology, think 
carefully about what you are 
consuming. Try to be aware of how 
certain sites and apps leave you 
feeling. Are you comparing yourself 
with others? Feeling down? Or are 
you laughing, feeling great and ready 
to learn? Choose to consume what 


makes you feel good. Also remember 
to have regular breaks from the 
screen. Try to get outdoors if you are 
able or at least walk around at home. 


9. Surround yourself with positive 
people 


Even though you may be working on 
your own try to find ways to connect 
with other people. Humans are social 
creatures and we aren’t meant to be 
alone. Talking to someone about 
your school work can lead to deeper 
understanding and help you to 
remember things. Did you know one 
of the best ways to learn something 
is to teach another person? Use 
your Google classroom and keep in 
contact with teachers and students as 
much as you can.

One 
example of a situation that a student 
thought was similar was being in 
lockdown while there were active 
cases of COVID-19. They said that 
despite the fact that most people want 
to be able to go out during lockdown, 
the whole community needs to work 
together and stay at home to keep 
themselves, their families, and their 
friends safe.

What is Discord? 


Discord is a social chat platform 
commonly used by online gamers 
that is available on computers and 
mobile devices, and accessible via 
a web browser. It lets you create a 
profile and interact with other users 
via online messaging, voice or 
video chat. You can share images, 
files and links to other services. 
The paid subscription option lets 
you upload larger file sizes, gives 
additional options for appearance 
customisation, and provides higher 
quality audio for voice chat. 


Initially designed for the gaming 
community, Discord now hosts 
servers on a wide variety of interests. 
Once you have created a profile 
you can join servers based on your 
interests or create your own server 
and invite people to join.
